NO, SV - 105 (1 ) / 50 .- In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 3 of the 
Sugar Stocks (Control) Order , 1949 , the Central Government is pleased to 
direct that the powers conferred on it by that clause of the said Order shall 
be exercisab o also by the Provincial Governments of East Punjab , West 
Bengal, Orissa , Bombay und Madras and the Chief Commissioners of Bhopal 
und Rainpur in respoct of stocks of sugar with sugar factories in their respec 
tive jurisdictions .

| of the Essential Supplies ( Temporary Powers) Act , 1940 (XXIV of 1946 ), 
the Central Government is pleased to make the following Order : 


1 . Short title , extent and commencement. - (i) Thin Order may be called tho 
Sugar Stocks (Control) Order , 1949). 

(ii) It intends to all the Provinces of India . 
( iii ) It shall come into force it once. 
. Definitions . In this Order 
(t ) SUGAR means : 

(i) any furini of sigur containing more than 90 per cent sucrose , 
( ii ) any sugnr of crystalline structure . 
(b ) " EX -FACTORY PRICE menns the price of sugar inclusive of 

excise duty packed in accordance with the usual market practice 
and louded at the buyer s option on buyer s carts, lorries or other 
means of transport or into ruilway wagons ut the railway station , 
or siding generally used by the producer and all incidental charges 
including those for loading and forwarding , being on account of 

the ex -factory seller. 
(c ) " PRODUCER " means a person carrying on the business of manu 

facturing sugar with the aid of electrical energy or any other form 
of energy which is mechanically transmitted and is not general 
ted by human or animal agency . 
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3. Restrictions on sale of sugar by producere.. .No producer shall sell, or 
agree to sell, or otherwise disponi of , or make delivery oi, uny sugar produced 
after the commencement of the Order except in accordance with the direc 
tions of the Central Government or of any officer or authority empowered in 
this behalf by a general or special order of the Central Government. 


4 . Powers to fix ex -factory prices. - The Central Governmeut muy from 
time to time fix ex - factory price of sugar and different ex -factory prices may 
be fixed for different types or grades of sugar and for different areas, 


5 . Producers to sell sugar at ex - factory price . - Where the cx -factory price 
of sugat has been fixed uude clause 4 , no producer shall sell or ugree to sell 
sugar : 


( ul ) for delivery on -factory ut & price exceeding the price so fixed , 
(b ) for delivery otherwise than ex -factory at a price exceeding the price 

so fixed plug such charges in respect of transport to or in specj 
fied area and other incidental churges us may be approved by the 
Central ( tovernme-nt . 


6 Effect of Order . — The provisious of this Order shall levo effect notwith 
standing anything to the contrary contained in any law for the time being in 
force or any order made thereunder by any Provincial Government or any 
other authority in regard to sugar referred to in clause & and any contract or 
agreement for the sale of much sugar subsisting immediately before the com 
incncement of this Order ,
